NEITHER SIDE IS 


ANY BETTER OFF 


The jury in the case of the R. 
onnor company against the Win- 
on sin Central Railway company was 
nded last week. Friday afternoon 
y the jury bringing in a verdict 


which neither side gains any- 


ting by the long drawn out suit, 
hich lasted some two weeks, and 
as one of the most bitterly con- 
Bested cases that has been triqd 
ut In this city for a number of 
ears. The suit was bag^d upon the 
ollowing facts: 


On May 18, 1906, a disastrous fire 
hich originated in a pile of dry 
ood, owned by the Connor Co. and 
ocated on the railway company's 
ight-of-way, where It was awaiting 
hipment, swept the village of Au- 
mrndale. 
Subsequently the rail- 


ay company paid out approxlmate- 


f $16,000 in claims for various 
roperty losses but refused to re- 
mburse the Connor Co. for their 
oss. 
Thereupon the Connor coin- 


any brought suit for |40,OftO, al- 
eging that the railway company, 
irough failure to supply cars for 


shipment of the wood mentioned 


bove, was guilty of negligence and 
lerefore to blame for the flre. In- 
identally the railway company, con- 
ending that the 
Connor Co., in 


eaving the wood in pile on the 
ight-of-way was in reality to blame 
led a counter claim for the $16,- 
00 they had paid out.

a school located in a western farming 
community.

of the town boys as possible on farms 
for the long vacation period. 
The 


outcome was in every way satisfac- 
tory. 
The boys enjoyed it and it 


acted as a valuable tonic in relation, 
to the school

spect to matters connected with the 
farm and this proved stimulating to 
them.

Day Housewife.

palatable food 'in the world, and .yet 
spoil more of it in tho kitchen than 
any otlior' country, or all other coun- 
tries." 
So says Dr. Harvey W. Wiley, the 


pure food export. 


Exempting.his own wife, whom he 


said he "acquired late' in life," he 
declared that American women, as a 
whole, aro . "the worst cooks in the 
world." 


"Good food and good cooking are 


preventives qf divorce," asserted Dr. 
Wiley. Last summer he sampled the 
menu of French peasants, and from 
that experience was born this ques- 
tion. 


"Who 
ever heard of divorce in rural 


France? 
-

"You 
can no more drive, a man away 


from a good table than you can a cat," 
he continued, "and if you do, he will 
come back.' The way to keep hus- 
bands at home is to feed them well. 


"Old-age is the only disease a re- 


spectable person ever should die of. 
The average life in this country, today 
is forty-four years. There is no reason 
why it shouldn't be eighty-eight. I£ 
-sve would go back to the simple life, 
we could all live much longer than 
we're going to."

William Popple, a later seven- 
teenth century author, used also to 
omit the final "e" and the final of 
double conconants, writing "Jug" in- 
stead of "judge," and "beginning" for 
"beginning."

pure food export. 


Exempting his o\\n -uife, whom he 


srid he 'acquired late in life," he 
declared that American •nomen, as a 
whole, aro "the worst cooks in tha 
world " 


' Good food and good cooking are 


pre^v tntives of divorce," a&scrted Dr. 
Wiley 
Last summer he sampled the 


menu of Trench peasants, and from 


i thU experiences was born this ques- 
tion 


"Who ever heard of divorce in rural 


France? 


"You can no more drive a man away 


from a good table than you can a cat," 
he continued, "and If jou do, ho will 
come back 
The way to keep hus- 


bands at home is to feed them woll. 


"Old age is the only disease a re- 


spectable person ever should die of. 
The average hfe in this country today 
Is fort>-four years. There is no reason 
why it shouldn't be eighty-eight. If 
we would go back to the simple life, 
we could all live much longer than 
we'ro going to." 


Dr Wiley advocated the removal of 


manufacturing plants from cities to 
rural districts as the best solution of 
the problem of urban congestion 
If 


this were done, he thinks, the cost of 
Imng would not soar so high, for the 
lessened congestion would help solve 
the question of distribution of the 
country's abundant food supply and 
thus bring down prices. 


Early Spelling Reform. 


Thomas Gatacre, rector of Rother- 


hithe from 1611 to 1645, seems to 
have been the earliest pioneer of spell- 
Ing reform, which has been advocated 
in some aggressive speeches at tha 
University of London

William Popple, a later seven- 
teenth century author, used also to 
omit the final "e" and the final of 
double conconants, writing "Jug" in- 
stead of ' judge," and "beginning" for 
"beginning."

London.—Venice Is the dream city 


of the world. You cannot Imagine it 
before seeing it and after leaving it I 
think it must be hard to believe in its 
existence. Traveling, while probably 
the best brain stimulant and mind e'l- 
larger known, is apt to spell disil- 
lusion most of the time. 
Foreign 


places, after all, are amazingly like 
home; foreigners seem to be just 
plain human beings doing common- 
place things in queer ways and the 
"wonders" we have anticipated with 
excitement from childhood dwindle 
dolefully on being visited. 


The only scenery I have found 


which exactly coincided with my pre- 
vious fancy is in the Highlands of 
Scotland, and the only city thus far 
which has surpassed my fondest ex- 
pectations is Venice. 
, 


In these days you usually enter a 


town by that most depressing of back- 
doors, a railroad yard, hemmed about 
with dingy traffic and squalid build- 
ings. 
Venice is approached, not 


through desolate wastes of "improved 
real estate," not through the grime 
of manufacturing suburbs, but by a 
viaduct, across more than two miles 
of breezy sea, on whose horizon 
seems to lie some fair mirage in the 
form of a city—a jewel city set clean 
cut in water and light. Suddenly the 
sea is blotted from about you by * 
wall. You are In a railroad station. 


"Just like other railroad stations," 


you say cynically to yourself, and 
drift toward the exit to flnd a cab. 
You step forth and, presto! the dream 
begins—or at least it did for me. Of 
course, I had heard there were canals 
for streets and gondolas for transpor- 
tation in Venice, but without just real- 
izing what this meant. Here before 
me was a beautiful sweep of green 
water which 1 knew, by the handsome 
stone fronted buildings that bordered 
it opposite, must be the Grand canal. 
Here at my feet was a fleet of the 
most graceful small boats ever de- 
signed, long and black and narrow, 
each with the scimitar like sword of 
medieval Venice decking its prow, 
each with a sunburned, picturesquely 
dressed oarsman at its stern. 


Quietly, with.none of that clamor 


usual in Italy, I was njotioned aboard 
one of these fairy craft, my baggage 
waa stowed forward and I was pro- 
pelled :n silence through shadowy 
lanes of limpid water to my hotel, 


Piazza del Signorl. 


into the front door of which I stepped 
right from the gondola. For the ar- 
rival of a Btranger in a strange city, 
it was all preposterously lovely. And 
I may say at once that after nearly a 
week here I am still tranquilly dazed 
•with the beauty of the place. 


In practically all respects, save that 


of comfort, Venice has kept its medie- 
val aspect. This is due to the absence 
of horses or of wheeled vehicels of 
any kind. AH traffic passes through 
the waterways in barges or gondolas. 
The narrow streets which interlace 
between the canals are used only by 
pedestrians, and are spotlessly clean, 
somewhat like strips of courtyard of 
American flat buildings, save for the 
bright display of merchandise and the 
endless passing of the crowds. 
To 


•walk about in these streets is a pleas- 
ant mystery. They wind ceaselessly, 
and just when you think you are 
surely coming out somewhere near the 
spot you were foolish enough to aim 
for, you are brought up abruptly by a 
canal with no bridge, and have to ad- 
venture some long detour. 


Your recompense is that the jump- 


ing off place at which you emerged 
was likely to have given you one more 
of the inexhaustible variety of plc- 
iuresque views which will never cease 
io draw artists to Venice as long as 
the sea tides wash the canals and the 
atones of the palaces stand.

Killed in Auto Accident. 


Tomah Journal:—Dr. L. M. Un- 


derwood, the young veterinarian of 
his city, was killed almost instantly 
ast -Friday afternoon hy being crush- 
ed under his automobile in an acci- 
dent at the bridge over the dredge 
ditch near Valley Junction. 


Dr. Underwood accompanied by 


John knick left this city about 2 p. m. 
for Mather -with his car which had 
just come from the garage after be- 
ing overhauled and repaired. After 
going a" few miles Dr. Underwood 
'ound that the clutch.was not work;, 
ng properly, and .he was unable to 
shift it from high-' to low. After he 
had passed Valley unction he con- 
cluded that he could not make Mather 
and turned about to return to Tomah. 
As they approached the dredge ditch 
going at a rapid rate the car began 
to skid from side to side, and as it 
struck the bridge planks Dr. Under- 
wood lost control of it. 
The front 


wheel struck the iron railing on one 
side and then the car bounded to the 
other side, striking the railing with 
such force as to bend it over. 


Up to this time both of the occu- 


pants of the car, remained in.their 
seats, but at this -point Mr.-.Knick 
either jumped or was thrown-from 
the car to the bank of the ditch, and 
was unhurt. Dr. Underwood was in 
the car as it plunged off from the 
bridge and turned turtle on the side 
of the ditch below. He was pinned 
beneath it, unable to move or speak. 
Knick could do nothing alone but 
summoned assistance in a few mo- 
ments' to lift the car. Dr. Underwood 
was found pinned to the ground with 
one> .of the' wheels of .the car resting- 
oh"his head and his, skull crushed.

State's Largest Sugar Bush. 


Langlade county boasts the larg- 


est "Sugar Bush" in Wisconsin, that 
on the farm of H. M. Chandler, ne 
Antigo. He taps 2,000 trees on nine- 
ty acres of woodland. 


Sap is col'ected fiom the pails on 


the trees by men carrying two large 
buckets suspended from their shoul- 
ders by a wooden yoke. 
It is then 


poured into a tank on wheels which 
is drawn by a team to a point on tha 
hillside just above the evaporator 
house. 
Here it is poured into 
a 


trough that conveys it several rods 
to a tank with a capacity of 2790 
gallons. 


An automatic float valve feeds the 


sap into the evaporator which has 
an area of 700 square feet. 
Enter- 


ing at the forward end it 
passes 


through a series of 
siphons 
and 


comes out of the rear end as syru^. 
The finished product 
is drawn off 


every four to six hours. 
As many 


as forty gallons of syrup have been 
made in a run of fourteen hours. 
The season's output varies from 150 
to 500 gallons according to whether 
the season is favorable or unfavor- 
able. 
Approximately one barrel of 


sap is required to make one gallon 
of maple syrup. 


Killed in Auto Accident. 


Tomah Journal:—Dr. L. M. Un- 


derwood, the young veterinarian of 
this city, was killed almost Instantly 
last Friday afternoon by being crush- 
ed under his automobile in an acci- 
dent at the bridge over the dredge 
ditch near Valley Junction. 


Dr. Underwood accompanied by 


John Knick left this city about 2 p. m. 
for Mather with his car which had 
just come from the garage after be- 
ing overhauled and repaired. 
After 


going a few miles Dr. Underwood 
found that the clutch was not work-^ 
ing properly and he was unable to 
shift it from high to low. After he 
had passed Valley unction lie con- 
cluded that he could not make Mather 
and turned about to return to Tomah. 
As they approached the dredge ditch 
going at a rapid rate the car began 
to skid from side to side, and as it 
struck the bridge planks Dr. Under- 
wood lost control of it. 
The front 


wheel struck the iron railing on one 
side and then the car bounded to the 
other side, striking the railing with 
such force as to bend it over. 


Up to this time both of the occu- 


pants of the car remained in their 
seats, but at this point Mr.' Knick 
either jumped or was thrown from 
the car to the bank of the ditch, and 
was unhurt. 
Dr. Underwood was in 


the car as it plunged off from the 
bridge and turned turtle on the side 
of the ditch below. He was pinned 
beneath it, unable to move or speak. 
Knick could do nothing alone but 
summoned assistance in a few mo- 
ments to lift the car. Dr. Underwood 
was found pinned to the ground with 
one of the wheels of the car resting 
on his head and his skull crushed. 
He was alive when found but expired 
within a few minutes.

mob'le an extravagance for many 
persons. 
When 
people 
live 
on 


farms and in villages, they are apt 
to own their own homes and perform 
many tasks of small repair. They 
become familiar with tools. 
They 


could easily preform all ordinary 
repairs on an automobile. 


As they move into larger cities 


and aquire more social pretentions 
they call in a mechanic when a door 
knob gets out of order. They would 
be hopeless over the slightest irregu- 
larity of a machine. They must de- 
pend on the tender mercies ot the 
garage keeper and repair man. They 
fail to get any grip on the mechanical 
principles of their car, which ag- 
gravates the tendency toward costly 
depreciation. 


It is a very different proposition 


for the man whose business runs in 
mechanical lines, or keeps up tht- 
habU of working with tools. 
The 


automobile carefully tended on his 
home place is probably cheaper than 
a horse.—Appletou Crescent.

MERRILL YOTEBS VOTE TO. 


ISHtfE RAILWAY BONDS 


Tbe city ot Marrll), at a special 


election held on Tuesday, decided by 
'a vote of ,1392 to 33 to Issue 70,000 
IB bond*' with which to purchase 
preferred stock in the proposed Min- 
neapolis, Merrill A Marlnette railway. 


The line,, as planned, will be about 


forty miles in length and will run 
southwest and northeast from Mer- 
rill, connecting with'the old Soo line 
at Athena, Marathon county, and 
with the Chicago & Northwestern in 
Linglade county, near Antlgo. This 
would give Merrill an almost airline 
route to the Twin Cities and much 
better connections with Fox River 
Valley cities, Milwaukee and Chicago 
and tbe forest regions of the north.

ed, it is expected that actual con- 
struction work will soon begin.,

Chapter 147 provides that

July 1, 1915, no person who shall 
not have taught in a public school 
for at least one year will be granted 
a county teachers' certificate unless 
in addition to passing an examina- 
tion such persons shall have com- 
pleted the course of study provided 
for the common schools of Wisconsin 
or one equivalent thereto or 
the 


course of study provided for a graded 
system of at least eight grades, or 
one equivalent thereto, and who shall 
not have had at least two additional 
years of instruction in training, one 
of which shall have been devoted to 
professional studies preparatory to 
the work of teaching. Provided that 
the graduates of four 
year high 


schools not maintaining a training 
course for teachers need take only 
one year of additional work.

It is the purpose of tho state, in di- 


recting the organization of this field 
hospital, not only to comply with the 
requests of the United States'war de- 
partment and thus be fulfilling its po- 
sition as the reserve of the regular 
army, but to be ready for service with- 
in the state in times of need. When 
tho Dayton Hood created a condition 
of need the field hospital corps of the 
regular army did valiant service. It is 
the aim that this state Held .hospital 
bo In readiness to do like service 
whenever tire, or flood, or other cause 
makes such service necessary. 


"Naturally at this time the federal 


authorities are anxious," Doctor Sea- 
man 
said, "to have every 
detail 


of 
military equipment and organi- 


zation In smooth running order In case 
it becomes necessary t.o send men into 
Mexico on short orders. Therefore it 
Is urging the states to complete their 
organisations, but so far as the state 
is concerned it is recognized that the 
call of humanitarianism is likely to be 
heard at any time. It desires to have 
on hand a force ot trained men who 
can and will move at once to the place 
needed, there to render such aid as 
can be given only by disciplined and 
organized forces.

Commissioner Ekern in Warning. 


Commissioner of Insurance Ekern 


has issued a warning which probably 
affects public officers in many other 
aspects than merely applied to insur- 
ance. He said: 
"There seems to be a -general mis- 


understanding of the law which pro- 
hibits members of city councils, vil- 
lage, town and school boards, and 
district attorneys from .being inter- 
ested in public contracts. This is in- 
dicated by the number of such cases 
found where insurance policies are 
written by agents who are such offi- 
cers. It Js becoming apparent through 
the inquiries resulting from the ac- 
tivity of cities, villages and school dis- 
tricts in taking advantage of the new 
law permitting the insurance of public 
buildings in the state fund at 60 per 
cent of the'company rates. It is only 
natural that officers who are also get- 
ting commissions on the insurance a? 
agents should oppose Insurance with 
the state, even If it saves the city, vil- 
lage or district 40 per cent on their 
premiums, but undoubtedly the viola- 
tors- are often uninformed as to the 
provisions of the law and the- offense 
will not be repeated after the law has 
become known. 
The statute, which has been re- 


peatedly amended and Is now section 
4549 'of the Wisconsin statutes, pro- 
hibits any officer ot any county, town, 
school district, school board, city or 
village from having any pecuniary In- 
terest directly or indirectly in any 
contract of such city, etc., and pro- 
vides a punishment by imprisonment 
or a tine of §500.

State Twine Plant a Success. 


"We are 
behind in the orders 


for 
binder •. twine manufactured 
at 


the state prison," said Warden Daniel 
Woodward, who was in Madison at- 
tending the meeting" of the state board 
of control., "To date we have manu- 
factured 2,103,000 pounds of twine and 
it is all sold and orders are still com- 
ing." 
President Ralph Smith of the state 


board of control said it might be nee' 
essary to pay the prisoners for over- 
time work and have them work at 
night, so all -orders received could be 
cared for. This is the second year 
that twine has been made at the 
prison. 
"The mill is now turning out about 


one 
hundred 
thousand pounds of 


binder twine per week," continued 
Warden Woodward. 
"About ninety 


men arc employed in the mill. A sys- 
tem of payment to the inmates,for.the 
work they actually do is a great in- 
centive for quick and intelligent ac- 
ion." 
The system of manufacturing binder 


twine at the prison has many interest- 
ing features. The raw material goes 
In at- one end of the building and 
comes out at the other end a finished 
product. 
All the twine is tested for 


length and strength. Last year but 
he two qualities of twine were made 
—standard and sisal, 500 .feet to the 
pound. This, year all lengths usually 
called for by the farmers of the state 
will be furuished. 
The twine is sold 


at prices varying from '7% cents to 11 
cents, depending upon the grade. 


The legislature of 1911 made the 


final appropriation to -equip the twine 
plant. The bill had been, urged by the 
farmers of the state and the Wiscon- 
sin Society of Equity. The scheme 
was generally looked upon as an ex- 
periment at the time, but Warden 
Woodward declares that the plant is a 
financial success. 
This was the first step in breaking 


away from the contract labor principle 
at the state prison. 
Stockings are. 


still made at the prison under con- 
tract.

Field Marshal Sir John French, chief 


of the imperial general staff, and Gen 
Sir John Ewart, adjutant general, de- 
clined to withdraw their resignations, 
in spite of the army order, which. Vie- 
count Haldane cleverly framed as a 
platform on which the generals might 
stand with consistency and honor. 


It thus became Impossible for Col 


J B. B Seely, who was co-signer with 
them of the assurance to Brigadier 
General Gougb. that the army would 
not be used to suppress the Ulster op 
position to home rule, to retain the

When 
the Dayton flood created a condition 
of need the field hospital corps of the 
regular army did valiant service. It is 
the aim that this state iield hospital 
bo in readiness to do like service 
whenever fire, or flood, or other cause 
makes such service necessary.

State Workers Let Cut. 


The Wisconsin state railroad com- 


mission has decided to discharge a 
large number of Its "extra" clerlie and 
two of its regular clerks because the 
appropriation of $183,000 made by the 
last legislature to maintain the com- 
mission would be insufficient if the 
force were not reduced.

of the commission that it has become 
necessary to put a large part of the 
force upon work in the engineering 
department and that, inasmuch as the 
"extra" help could not be employed 
in this work, the present action was 
followed: ilr.

Commissioner r.kern in Warning. 


Commissioner of Insurance Bkern 


has issued a warning which probably 
affects public officers in many other 
aspects than merely applied to insur- 
ance. He said: 


"There seems to be a general mis- 


understanding of the law which pro- 
hibits members of city councils, vil- 
lage, town and school boards, and 
district attorneys from being inter- 
ested in public contracts. This is in- 
dicated by the number of such cases 
found where insurance policies are 
•written by agents who are such offi- 
cers. It is becoming apparent through 
the inquiries resulting from the ac- 
tivity of cities, villages and school dis- 
tricts in taking advantage of the new- 
law permitting the insurance of public 
buildings in the state fund at CO per 
cent of the'company rates. It is only 
natural that officers who are also get- 
ting commissions on the insurance a,s 
agents should oppose insurance with 
the state, even if it saves the city, vil- 
lage or district 40 per cent on their 
premiums, but undoubtedly the viola- 
tors are often uninformed as to the 
provisions of the law and the offense 
•will not be repeated after the law has 
become known. 


The statute, which has been re- 


peatedly amended and is now section 
4549 of the Wisconsin statutes, pro- 
hibits any officer of any county, town, 
school district, school board, city or 
village from having any pecuniary in- 
terest directly or indirectly in any 
contract of such city, etc., and pro- 
vides a punishment by imprisonment 
or a fine of $500.

CABINET HEAD ASSUMES OFFICE 


AFTER 5EELY 
REFUSED TO 


WITHDRAW RESIGNATION. 


RESIGNED FROM PARLIAMENT 


English 
Statesman, In Accordance 


With Law, Stands for Re-election 
—Officers Absolutely Decline to Re- 
tain Rank in Army. 


PRESIDENT HUERTA PRESENTS REGIMENT WITH COLORS 


London, April 1.—Following all the 


many solutions of the 
government 


crisis which had been proposed and 
discussed Premier Asquith announced 
a decision to the house of commons 
on Monday which none of the prophets 
lad expected or even suggested. 


The prime minister himself will as- 
ume the burden of the war office, in 
addition to his other and almost crush- 
.ng duties. 
He will resign from the 


house at this critical stage, when the 
second reading of the home rule-bill is 
about to be taken up, and will appeal 
:o his constituents in East Fife, Scot- 
and, within a few days for re-election. 


Field Marshal Sir John French, chief 


of the imperial general staff, and Gen. 
Sir John Ewart, adjutant general, de- 
clined to withdraw their resignations, 
,n spite of the army order, which Vie- 
count Haldane cleverly framed as a 
platform on which the generals might 
stand with consistency and honor. 


It thus became impos'sible for Col. 


J. E. B. Seely, who was co-signer .with 
ihem of the assurance to Brigadier 
General Gough that the army would 
not be used to suppress the Ulster op- 
position to home rule, to retain the 
secretaryship for war. 
His resigna- 


tion, therefore, was accepted after he 
had been for some days under fire 
from the newspapers of bia own party, 
which insisted that he must go. 


Viscount Morley of Blackburn, lord 


president of the council, who was part- 
ner with Colonel Seely In drafting the 
offending praragraphs of the docu- 
ment, stands in the same position and 
his withdrawal from office is expected. 


The only practical loss to the party 


meantime will be the withdrawal of 
Mr. Asquith's voice from the debates. 


"Oh, I'll be handy if I'm wanted," 


Mr. Asquith remarked 
to Andrew 


Bonar Law, the opposition leader, who 
thought that the home rule bill could 
not be proceeded with in the absence 
of the premier. 


Mr. Asquith apparently consulted no 


one except the king before his bold 
decision. His colleagues in the cabinet 
seemed to be as surprised as the other 
members of the house when he re- 
vealed his plans. 
Mr. Asquith is al- 


ready first lord of the treasury. 


The political seers gather that Mr. 


Asquith is in fighting mood. 
They 


have been saying recerrtly that-he had 
shown the effects in his physical ap- 
pearance of the heavy strain of his 
long labor in office and would gladly 
see the government defeated. 
But it 


looks at the present moment as|though 
he had taken a new lease of life and 
proposes to make the reorganization 
of the army a fighting issue. 


"The whole army system may have 


to be recast," Colonel Seely remarked 
significantly. 


Both houses debated the situation at 


great length, but the debates simmered 
down into mere assertions, on the one 
side, of a plot to seduce the army, and, 
on the other side, of a plot to crush the 
Ulster covenanters with denials and

FORCE FROM EAST FIGHTS WAY 


TO CENTER OF CITY. 


General Villa's Forces Capture Gomez 


Palacio on Third Assault 


—Federals Retreat. 


Chihuahua, March 31.—Such news 


as arrived from the front at Torreon 
Sunday was unfavorable to the reb- 
els. Local rebel officers admitted they 
had received 
dispatches from 
the 


front, but declined to reveal the con- 
tents. 


A report originated at one of the 


hospitals after more wounded arrived 
in Chihuahua that General Villa had 
been wounded slightly and forced to 
retire from the field. 


Juarez, March 30.—General Villa 


said, in a telegram received here, that 
virtually all Torreon, including the 
entire business section, was: in the 
hands of his soldiers. 


Gen. Monclove Herrera, his own 


rebel brigade and part of the Zaragosa 
brigade, all veterans, were reported 
by Villa to have entered Torreon from 
the east, 4,000 strong, and to have 
fought from house to house and street 
to street until the bull ring on the 
northern fringe of the town was taken 
with the section of the city through 
which the railroad passes. This in- 
cluded the business section or most 
of it.

Gomez Palacio, Mex., March 30.— 


Four days of fighting, including three 
desperate assaults by the rebels, en- 
abled Gen. Francisco Villa to move 
into this place and establish headquar- 
ters within three miles of Torreon. 
The deciding assault was preceded by 
a bombardment after which the infan- 
try and cavalry dashed into the streets 
of Gomez Palacio.

CORN CAN BE GROWN 
ON CANADIAN PRAIRIES 


Manitoba Is now co«m«nclnj to 


produce considerable corn, chiefly for 
feeding purposes. 
In tome 
CM*«, 


where the crop can be matufvd Into 
the dough stage, silos could b« OM4 
and would be a profitable Investmeut. 
According to the Farm and Ranch Re- 
view, a correspondent visited a -Held 
of corn in southern Manitoba on Sep- 
tember 28. The corn then wa» un- 
touched by frost and It stood on an 
average eight and nlno feet In height. 
The corn had developed Inlo 
th« 


dough stage, and the crop would easily 
exceed 20 tons to the acre- At many 
experimental farms, the same favor- 
able showing of the corn crop ha* 
manifested Itself. At the Brandon ex- 
perimental farm this year several va- 
rieties, all very good yleldcrs, matured 
Into good silo corn. 


Considering the success with which 


corn can be produced, and the advan- 
tages to be gained by so producing It, 
should not it receive the serious at- 
tention of the western agriculturist? 


Corn is successfully grown in ths 


northern pnrt of Minnesota In simi- 
lar soil and.under the same climatic 
condition, and thorp does nbt appear 
to be any reason why like result* 
should not be secured in western Can- 
ada. - It is the opinion of many Ameri- 
can farmers of experience that the 
corn belt Is extending northward. The 
prairie provinces must gradually take 
up with mixed farming. 
More stock 


on the farms must be raised, and In 
consequence farming must to some 
extent be diverted from, grain growing 
to other necessary crops. 
If crops 


suitable for wintering cattle and espe- 
cially dairy stock are to be grown, 
why should not corn be one- of these 
crops? In Ontario and in the United 
States we find It forms the main bulky 
food for wintering beef and dairy cat- 
tle. They would not bo without this 
profitable plant. In fact, since Its In- 
troduction almost twice as much stock 
can be retained on tho same amount 
of land, besides considering Its great 
value for keeping the land 
clean.

Surgeon General Gilbert E. Sea-

Guard has received the official orders 
from the state headquarters at'Madi- 
son in relation to the formation of a 
hospital corps at Milwaukee. 


The field hospital is to consist of a 


maximum of one major, four captains 
and lieutenants, three sergeants, first 
class; six sergeants and corporals and 
48 privates. It Is to be Cully equipped 
for the field and, like the rest of the 
National Guard, ready for Instant serv- 
ice.It is the purpose of the state, In di- 
recting the organization of this field 
hospital, not only to comply with the 
requests of the United States war de- 
partment and thus be fulfilling its po- 
sition as the reserve of the regular 
army, but to be ready for service with- 
in the state In times of need. When 
tho Dayton flood created a condition 
of need the field hospital corps of the 
regular army did valiant service. It is 
tho aim that this state Held .hospital 
bo in readiness to do like service 
whenever fire, or flood, or other cause 
makes such service necessary. 


"Naturally at this time the federal 


authorities are anxious," Doctor Sea- 
man 
said, "to have 
every 
detail 


of military equipment and 
organi- 


zation in smooth running order in case 
it becomes necessary to send men into 
Mexico on short orders. Therefore It 
IB urging tho states to complete their 
organizations, but so far as the state 
is concerned it Is recognized that the 
call of humanitfirlanlsm IB likely 10 be 
heard at any time. It desires to have 
on hand a force of trained men who 
can and will move at once to the place 
needed, there to render such aid as 
can be given only by disciplined and 
organized forces.

Commissioner Ekern In Warning. 


Commissioner of Insurance Ekern 


has Issued a warning which probably 
affects public officers in many other 
aspects than merely applied to Insur- 
ance. He said: 


"There seems to be a -general mis- 


understanding of tho law which prt>- 
hlbits members of city councils, vil- 
lage, town and school boards, and 
district attorneys from .being inter- 
ested in public contracts. This Is in- 
dicated by the number of such cases 
found where Insurance policies are 
written by agents who are such ofn- 
cors. It Js becoming apparent through 
the inquiries resulting from tho ac- 
tivity of cities, villages and school dis- 
tricts in taking advantage 'of the new 
law permitting the insurance of public 
buildings in the state fund at GO per 
cent of tho'company rates. It is only 
natural that officers who are also get- 
ting commissions on the Insurance R? 
agents should oppose Insurance with 
the state, oven if It saves the city, vil- 
lage or district 40 per cent on their 
premiums, but undoubtedly the viola- 
tors- are often uninformed as to the 
provisions of the law and the- offense 
will not be repeated after the law has 
become known. 


The statute, which has been re- 


peatedly amended and Is now section 
4649 'of' the Wisconsin statutes, pro- 
hibits any officer of any county, town, 
school district, school board, city or 
village from having any pecuniary In- 
terest directly or indirectly in any 
contract of such city, etc., and pro- 
vides a punishment by imprisonment 
or a fine of $500.

The legislature of 1911 made the 


final appropriation to 'equip the twine, 
plant. Tho bill had been urged by.the 
farmers of the state and the Wiscon- 
sin Society of Equity.

was generally looked upon as an ex-

to his Constituents in-East Fife, Scot-, 
land, within a'few'days for re-election. 


Field Marshal Sir'John French, chief 


of the imperial general 'staff, an'd ,Gen. 
'Sir John'Ewart/adjutant general, de- 
•clined to withdraw; their resignations', 
in spite of the army trder, which'Vle- 
count Haldane cleverly framed as a 
platform on which the generals might 
'stand' with consistency 'and 'honor. 
: It thus became {impossible for Col. 
. J, E. B, Seely, who was,co-signer,with 
them of the assurance' to 'Brigadier 
General Gough that the army would

ON CANADIAN PRAIRIES

Manitoba Is now commencing to 


produce considerable corn, chiefly tor 
feeding purposes. In :eome_ cases, 
where the crop can be matured-Into 
the dough stage, silos could be used 
and would be a profitable Investment. 
According to the Farm and Ranch Re- 
view, a correspondent visited'1 aJtfleld 
of corn in southern ManltoW. dn/Sep* 
tember 28. The corn then was un- 
touched by frost and It stood on an 
average eight and nlno feet In ^height.' 
The corn had developed - Into"- the 
dough stage, and the crop would easily 
exceed 20 tons to the acre=_ At many 
experimental farms, tho eatne favor- 
able showing of the corn crop has 
manifested Itself. At the Brandon ex- 
perimental farm this year several va- 
rieties, all very good yleldors, matured 
into good silo corn. 


Considering the success with which 


corn -can bo produced/and the advan- 
tages to be gained by so producing It, 
should not It receive the serious at- 
tention of the western agriculturist? 


Corn Is successfully grown In the 


northern part of Minnesota In simi- 
lar soil and.under the same climatic 
condition, and there does nbt appear 
to be any reason wuy Ifke results 
should not be secured in western Can- 
ada, vlt Is the opinion of many Ameri- 
can farmers of experience that the 
corn bolt is extending northward. Tho 
prairie provinces must gradually-'.take 
up with mixed farming. 
More stock 


on the farms must be raised, and In 
consequence farming must to some 
extent be diverted from, grain growing 
to other t necessary crops. If crops 
fliiltable for wintering cattle and espe- 
cially dairy stocks arc to be grown, 
.why should not corn bo one of these 
crops? In Ontario and In the Unite/I 
States wp find it forms the main bulky 
food for Wintering beef and dairy cat- 
tle. They would not bo without this 
profitable plant. In fact, BlncGJts In- 
troduction almost twice as. much stock 
can be retained on the same amount 
of land, besides considering its g^eat 
value for keeping the land 
clean.

Cut Loose From Past Methods. 


The representatives of the'liquor in- 


terests today, are asking the manufac- 
turers and deaders to cut loose from 
the methods' of the past, when their 
own organs declare they were in the 
habit of seeking support from political 
elements .in a community; which in a, 
way were generally considered to be 
antagonistic to- plans for. general re- 
form. 
Today the representatives, of 


the liquor dealers take the position 
that their business is a-legitimate one, 
and that it must be treated as are oth- 
er legitimate business interests. 


As things are, however, it seems to, 


the Washington senators and repre- 
sentatives that the prohibition cause 
Is making progress all over the coun- 
try, and that sooner or later the con- 
gress of the "United States In "open 
house" must meet the question of 
whether or not to submit an amend- 
ment declaring liquor .selling Illegal. 
Some years ago nearly all the sena- 
tors and representatives could have 
voted against' a resp'lution seeking a 
prohibition amendment without run- 
ning any risks of defeat in their 
states and districts.. A good many 
representatives , today, of course, can 
vote against such, a resolution with- 
out fear of losing votes because in 
their districts the majority opinion 
probably is in favor of allowing the 
liquor traffic to continue. 


A vote against- a constitutional 


amendment today, however, probably 
would be fatal'in a: 
:polit'ical sense to 


a majority of the men In the lower 
house'of congress. This .may explain 
why it le that It is so hard for the 
frlends^of a prohibition amendment to 
Induce the committees to report the 
resolution to the two houses. 


Naturally enough, 'the doctrine of 


states rights is being used as an ob- 
struction to the consideration of the 
proliiMtlon. amendment- .It possibly 
may be Interesting to note, however, 
that the sponsors for the present pro- 
hibition resolution are two men of 
the south, Senator Sheppard of Texas 
and Representative Hobson of Ala- 
bama, who come from a country %yhero 
the states rights tree grows sturdy.

Reckless Fishing Has Almost Caused 


the Complete Extinction of the 


Valuable Sturgeon. 


In his last annual report the Unit- 


ed States' commissioner of fisheries 
says that "the story of the sturgeons 
is one.of the most distressing in the 
whole history of the American fish- 
eries." 
For years these large, inof- 


fensive fishes were supposed to be of 
no value, and when, as often hap- 
pened, they became entangled in fish- 
ermen's nets, they were knocked in 
the head and thrown back,into the 
water. When It' was discovered that 
the sturgeon's eggs were valuable as 
caviar and its flesh as food a period 
of reckless fishing began, and In a 
few years the best and most product-. 
Ive waters were 'depleted, and what 
should have been made a permanent 
fishery of great profit, was destroyed. 
On the Atlantic coast the catch of 
sturgeon' fell from 7,000,000 pounds to 
less' than 1,000,000' In 15' years,1 and 
an even wore rapid • decline occurred 
ID the Pacific coast and' the' Great 


•+^*^^*-^*~^ ~f — ~ 
Lakes. At present the total annual 
yield for the whole country is less 
than one million pounds, and is de- 
creasing. Meanwhile the demand for 
the eggs and flesh has steadily in- 
creased; with the natural result on 
prices. A mature female sturgeon now 
often 'brings more than $150. The 
worst of the situation.is the fact that 
all attempts at artificial propagation 
have failed; so that, unless prompt 
steps are taken to protect the. stur- 
geon by law, this fish will be prac- 
tically extinct In American waters in 
a very /few years.

All Administration Bills Prepared, but 


Mutt Be Revised to Clarify Mean- 


ing Before Given Into the 


Hands of Congress. 


By GEORGE CLINTON. 


Washington.—Thus far only two of 


the anti-trust measures proposed by 
the present administration have been 
submitted for debate to congress, the 
interstate trade commission and the 
holding company bills: 


All the anti-trust measures have 


been prepared, but it seems that radi- 
cal changes probably will be made In 
all of them before they are passed. 
They are called administration measr 
ures. In a sense they were, but Mr. 
Wilson approved of them only in » 
general way, his desire being to in- 
cite discussion and to invite from the 
country suggestions for changes which 
might be of benefit. 


Democratic leaders of the 
two 


houses today are planning to expedite 
committee consideration of the anti- 
trust bills so that they can be taken 
up and pushed to a passage the in- 
stant that the tolls repeal measure i§ 
out of the way. While there have been 
indications of Republican support for 
the interstate trade commission bill, 
there are few like symptoms that the 
other anti-trust measures will meet 
with the favor of the opposition. 
The 


majority leaders, fearing stubborn re- 
sistance and delayed action, want to 
get into the fight quickly so that the 
end, which, means adjournment, will 
not to be long delayed. 


When Mr. Wilson gave his approval 


to the bills as originally framed, he 
understood thoroughly that they would 
be subject to amendment while on 
their way to passage through the two 
houses of congress. Already it is said 
he knows that the interstate trade 
commission bill probably will be al- 
tered in one or two particulars, and 
that having made a study of the pro- 
posed changes, he is inclined to believe 
that they will strengthen the resulting 
law.

The holding company bill will be 


changed probably materially before 
passage. The trade commission meas- 
ure underwent a transformation while 
it was in the hands of the interstate 
commerce committee. 
The changes 


brought support to tha measure from 
the Republicans and from a few Pro- 
gressives. 


The bills relating to the control of 


stock and bond issues, interlocking di- 
rectorates, Sherman law deflnuions 
and trade relations are yet to be given 
into the keeping of congress. In their 
desire to hasten the hour of passage 
the Democratic leaders may ask that 
all of these measures be combined in 
one legislative act. It is urged that 
if this is done at least three weeks' 
time can be saved. 


It is probable that if President Wil- 


Bon had not been engaged so con- 
stantly with anxieties over Mexico and 
over the canal tolls repeal matter, the 
anti-trust bills would be by this time 
well on their way through congress. 
Mr. Wilson has been the moving pow- 
er in all legislation which the Demo- 
crats have enacted thus far, and the 
delay of the trust bills lias been due 
unauestionably to the unwillingness of 
the Democratic legislators to move 
without feeling the compelling power 
of the president's hand. They do not 
wish, apparently, to go ahead on their 
own account. 


In the days to come whether trust 


legislation seems to deserve praise or 
blame the president will be given the 
one or the other. 


To Clarify the Meaning. 


One of the criticisms made of the 


anti-trust bills in their present form, 
although an exception is made in the 
case of the trades commission meas- 
ure, is that they are verbose and con- 
tain sentences open to more than one 
construction. 
The effort of the ad- 


ministration now is to simplify all 
of the bills and to clarify their mean- 
ing. 


It is said that the president is in 


favor of combining mo*-, of the anti- 
trust legislative proposals in one bill. 
He thinks this will make for time-sav- 
ing and that it will simplify proced- 
ure. The Democrats believe that their 
chief glory of achievement is to come 
S-om the passage of anti-trust legis- 
ation. It is their hope to get it through 
without 
serious party antagonisms. 


They do not want to be under the ne- 
cessity of resorting to a caucus to 
force any one of the hills through as a 
party measure. They think there is 
jood campaign material in each one of 
;he five measures. Their desire to fin- 
ish up trust legislation in order to 
make- it serviceable in the campaign 
may tend to shorten debate 'on the 
tolls repeal bill which is now before 
the senate for "fighting consideration." 


Toll Debate IB Bitter. 


The whole subject of the repeal of 


the toll exemption clause of the canal 
act is loaded with bitterness. Demo- 
crats, Republicans and Progressives 
have been divided in opinion as to the 
wisdom of doing away with the clause 
of the law which allowed American 
coastwise sailing ships to pass free of 
tolls through the Panama canal. The 
fight in the senate and house has fcpen 
worth seeing, for during the debates 
on the floor arid in the discussions in 
cloakroom and corridor men who hold 


themselves good Americans h»ve bem 
charged -with a desire to cringe befor* 
the thronas of Europe and to hold that 
whatever the foreigner 
-wants the 


American should yield. 


Of course the charge of lack of 


Americanism Is ridiculous on Its face, 
but tho MttflrneM that has come Into 
this repeal rjiatter has been such that 
ordinarily wlell poised men lost their 
courtesy and let their tempers get 
the better of them. President Wilson 
In his message to congress told the 
members that in hit opinion the law 
exempting the American coasters from 
tolls was a direct violation of the 
Hay-Pauncefote 
treaty with Great 


Britain and he virtually said that this 
country could not afford to be charged 
with a breach bf faith. 


Caused Some Bitterness. 


It Is rather a hard thing to sty 


perhaps, but seemingly it was a pleas- 
ant day for the senators and bouse 
members who were opposed to the 
president in this matter when Walter 
H. Page, our ambassador to Great 
Britain, mccepted an Invitation to 
speak before the members of the 
chamber of commerce of London. Mr. 
Page, of course It will be remembered, 
was reported to have eald things 
which gave the friends of toll exemp- 
tion a chance to say that he was un 
American and that this country wa« 
kowtowing to Great Britain. Mr. 
Page made his explanations and tha 
president accepted his word that noth' 
ing that he said was out of the way 
nor counter to the continuance of com 
plete International amity. A good 
many members of congress, however 
refused to accept Mr. Page's explana 
•ion and the bitterness of the repeal 
fight has continued.

SPECIAL ROPE FOR CLIMBERS 


Those Used in the Alps Are Selected 


for Strength, Reliability and 


Lightness. 


The rope used by Alpine climbers Is 


of special manufacture, combining as 
far as possible the different qualities 
of strength, flexibility and lightness. 


Three qualities are in general use, 


being made from sisal. Italian and 
Manila hemps respectively, and occa- 
sionally, when cost is not a considera- 
tion, of silk. The latter, though very 
light and strong, is not so durable as' 
the others. That which finds most fa- 
vor among British mountalneeers is 
known as Buckingham's Alpine rope. 
It is made of the best Manila hemp. 


In the year 1864 a committee of the 


Alpine chrb made tests upon a number 
of ropes suitable for mountaineering. 
Of the two that were approved one 
was made of Italian hemp and 
the 


other of Manila. They both had 
a 


breaking strain of two tons and sus- 
tained the weight of a 170-pound man 
after falling from a height of ten feet. 


Non-mountaineers have sometimes 


considered this insufficient, but It ll 
highly problematical whether ths hu- 
man anatomy could survive the sud- 
den compression of a thin rope aris- 
ing from any greater fall.—Fry's Mag- 
azine.

Cut Loose From Past Methods. 


Tha representatives of the liquor in- 


terests today are asking the manufac- 
turers and dealers to cut loose from 
the methods of the past, when their 
own organs declare they were in the 
habit of seeking support from political 
elements in a community which in a 
way were generally considered to be 
antagonistic to plans for general re- 
form. 
Today the representatives, of 


the liquor dealers take the position 
that their business is a legitimate one, 
and that it must be treated as are oth- 
er legitimate business interests. 


As things are, however, It seems to 


the Washington senators and repre- 
sentatives that the prohibition cause 
Is making progress all over the coun- 
try, and that sooner or later the con- 
gress of the United States In "open 
house" must meet the question of 
whether or not to submit an amend- 
ment declaring liquor selling illegal. 
Some years ago nearly all the sena- 
tors and representatives could have 
voted against a resolution seeking a 
prohibition amendment without run- 
ning any risks of defeat in their 
states and districts. A good many 
represents ives today, of course, can 
vote against such a resolution with- 
out fear of losing votes because in 
their districts the majority opinion 
probably is in favor of allowing the 
liquor traffic to continue. 


A vote against a 
constitutional 


amendment today, however, probably 
would be fatal in a political sense to 
a majority of the men In the lower 
house of congress. This may explain 
why it is that it is so hard for tho 
friends of a prohibition amendment to 
induce the committees to report tho 
resolution to the two houses.

pened, they became entangled in fish- 
ermen's nets, they were knocked in 
the head and thrown back into the 
water. When it was discovered that 
the sturgeon's eggs were valuable as 
caviar and its flesh as food a period 
of reckless fishing began, and in a 
few years the best and most product- 
ive waters were depleted, and what 
should have been made a permanent 
fishery of great profit was destroyed. 
On the AtJantic coast the catch of 
sturgeon fell from 7,000,000 pounds to 
less than 1,000,000 in 15 years, and 
an even iji&re rapid decline occurred 
in th» Pacific coast and the Great
